Grain Shipments, 

A comparison of the shipments of 
grain from Viking during the past 
three years will give some iden of the 
remarkable developments of the sur- 
rmesianding country in that time 

During the past three consecutive 
seasons the shipments were as follows 
—after an increasing amount each 
year was devoted to the feeding of 
local stock—-in 1909-10 the shipment 
was 50,000 bushels, this being the first 
year of the railroad In 1910-11 ex- 
ported 76,000 bushels, in 1911-12 the 
total reached 200,000 bushels, It can 
be seen that the production has stead- 
ily and marvellously increased until 
the last named figure was reached 
which was the largest shipment from

The recent impcrtation of a 
large number of purebred stallions in- 
sures the raising of good horses and 
the extensive construction of railways 
produces an unlimited demand for 
drafters 

The high prices and abundance cf 
feed makes horse raivng a very prot
